History Museum,$1,000,000 to a Chi­ 
cago training school and $5 00,000 to 
a mechanics institute in 
Cincinnati. 
Some names are more conspicuous 
than others in giv ing, but the widely 
established tendency should 
not 
he 
ov erlooked. 
Last y ear Mr. Carnegie 
gav e $7 .437 ,000 to v arious objects, 
Mr. Roekerfellar $2,9 34,000 and Mrs. 
Russell Sage $1.5 5 9 ,6 35 . 
But nearly 
$8 0,000.000 came from other indiv i­ 
duals. 
This is a billion-dollar coun­ 
try in benev olence. 
At the present 
rate the public gifts in the United 
Sta tes in the course of 
a 
century 
would amount to ton billions, with all 
the increment resulting from the pos­ 
session and use of the v ast amount. 
This subject is a part of that rela­ 
ting to the ministry of great wealth 
in the United Sta tes, the wealthiest 
of nations, and must not be slighted 
in studies of 
the progress 
of 
the 
times.

The 
the rest are filled with air. The water 
easily disso lv es plant fo o d fro m the 
so il grains which it surro unds. Thus 
the twro essentials fo r rapid ro o t de­ 
v elo pment, air and plant fo o d, are 
present in the pro per amo unts and in 
a readily av ailable fo rm. 
As fast as 
the water is taken up by the, ro o ts 
mo re is bro ught up by capillarity fro m 
the supply in the subso il in the man­ 
ner no ted In article No . 2 . 
The place where the capillary water 
Jo ins the gro und water is called the 
water table. 
If this water table Is 
to o high, the feeding gro und o f the 
ro o ts is greatly restricted, since they 
canno t go belo w It. 
If, o n the o ther 
band, the water table Is to o deep, 
capillarity canno t bring the water up 
as fast as it is used by the ro o ts. 
In dry weather the water table lo w­ 
ers rapidly , but the ro o ts are also 
gro wing do wnward at the same time.

Tile are u su ally p laced at an av erag e 
dep th of abou t three feet, thou g h in 
many instances fou r wou ld be better. 
The ex tra cost of dig g ing the ditch a 
foot deep er is something of an objec­ 
tion, bu t is balanced by the fact that 
the lines of tile do not need to be as 
close tog ether. 
Deep tile are not as 
easily disp laced by freezing , and a 
deep er feeding g rou nd for the roots is 
p rov ided. 
A mistake made more frequ ently 
than that of not p u tting the drains In 
deep enou g h is that of u sing too small 
tile. The character of the soil, the fail 
and the amou nt of su rface drained arc 
the factors which larg ely determine 
the p rop er size to u se. 
Almost ev ery 
book or bu lletin of tile drainag e g iv es 
tables for fig u ring the size of tile re 
qu ired u nder v ariou s conditions. 
If 
there is any dou bt it alway s p ay s tc 
g et a size too larg e rather than a size 
too small, ev en if the cost is a little 
more. 
It is u su ally better to let the job of 
tiling to a contractor rather than to or 
temp t to do it y ou rself. There are re 
liable tilers in almost ev ery locality 
who can be dep ended u p on to lay the 
tile to g rade and do a first class job In 
ev ery p articu lar. Only the hard bu rn 
ed tile shou ld be u sed. These will last 
for a lifetime or long er if p rop erly p u t 
In. 
When tile g o within fifteen 01 
twenty feet of trees the joints shou ld 
be cemented. Otherwise the tree roots 
will find their wray throu g h the joints 
and fill u p the drains to su ch an ex tent 
that the flow of water will be cut off. 
The mo st impo rtant part o f a drain­ 
age sy stem is the o utlet 
The tile 
sho uld empty into a stream if po ssible. 
Water shou ld no t be allo wed to stand 
o v er the mo uth o f the o utlet if it can 
be av o ided, as this checks the current 
and causes the drain to partly fill u$ 
with silt, thus reducing its capacity 
just that much. 
With a tho ro ugh sy stem o f tile drain 
age in go o d wo rking o rder the pro blem 
o f getting rid o f surplus water is 
so lv ed. 
Tiling also helps to so lv e the 
pro blem o f lack o f water. 
The ro o ts 
go do wn so much deeper In a tiled 
•o il that they are In po sitio n to with 
stand a dro ught better than if the; 
were a fo o t o r two farther abo v e the 
water table.
